escaped

and 
trappers with such uueanny elusive­ 
ness that legends of the range coun­ 
try endowed him with a monstrous 
craftiness they said could come only 
of a sinister mating of wolf 
and 
mountain lion. 
Department reports credited 
him 
with slaying $25,000 worth of live­ 
stock. He was here one night, 
and 
tomorrow, a hundred 
miles across 
the hills; 
he slaughtered 
a dozen 
cattle, mutilating them with wanton 
lustfulness— a leg broken, a tail "bit­ 
ten off. The price on his head w*as 
raised from $100 to $500. 
Hunters shot at him only to l ; s 
or have their pieces fail. He carrie» 
away traps and skirted poison bait 
disdainfully. 
Riders said he bore a 
charmed life, and they fingered their 
belts apprehensively at his ghoulish 
wail oat of the night.

The 
old wolf, lured in great excitement 
bv what he thought a possible mate, 
went to the Peglar mountains, clear­ 
ed out two old dens and made a new 
one which ran 50 feet back under 
the hill. 
On A prjl 1, W illiam s sighted his 
quarry only to learn of new* difficul­ 
ties. The wolf had enlisted tw*o coy­ 
otes as guards, one traveling 100 to 
200 yards on either flank. Repeatedly 
baffled bv the guards, W illiam s shot 
them. 
The w*olf escaped. 
Twice iu M ay 
the 
wolf sprung 
traps. Ju ly 3 he lay down on one, 
losing some hair, scuttling from the 
region like 
a 
gray 
ghost, 
but a 
month later he returned, killing sev­ 
eral cattle and crippling ethers. An 
accident saved him from William s. 
In September he lost some irore hair 
in a trap, but escaped. 
Seven months after W illiam s took 
the trail, the end came. The w?olf’s 
forefoot picked up a trap. He tore 
it from its moorings. A hundred and 
fifty yards away it caught on a tree 
but he broke its swivel. Three miles 
beyond W illiam s sighted him. 
“ I expected the gun would fa il to 
shoot, but it worked O. K.
